1 'pon arreetinj; him found 
Wtere introducing; him to several merchants of 
Cincinnati, to enable him toohtain a nilualion, 
lut i found him on the maillmat, having; secured 
I '.s 3 aK® for Louisville witbont having presented 
ris letters of introduction. Mr. llardioK stated 
to me that be declined answerioK a question that 
he was going South to j >in the rebel arm v. He 
was exceediDKiy reserx-e. and was not « illinu to 
answer that he was a Coion man. I received sn- 
OtbHf despatch from the Collector to *'swear the 
prisoner and release him,” if willing'. 

Subsequently a despatch was received direct- 
ing the U. S. Commissioner to administer the 
oath of alleiciance and set the prisoner at liberty. 
Harding, however, refused to take the oath, and 
was accordingly sent to Wheeling for trial, Wm. 
Hutton, freight agent on the Central Ohio and 
Baltimore and Ohio Riilroad^, and a man named 
John Brown, were aire^led upon the charge of 
shipping arms to the South, and are yet to be 
tried. 

Fikmu^ii a.nd Pi.dioui'Ai. Oi TRAoK.— Seme 
liend or 4emon in human shape removed a rail 
from the Memphis road, near Allensvllle, with a 
view of throwing the Tuesday morning's train 
from Metipbis off the track. The Bowling Green 
Gazette says: 

The rail was removed from tbe bridge or tres- 
tle-work which was nearly eighty feet high. As 
the train approached the fatal spot the di<«covery 
was fortunately made just in time to prevent 
what would have been the most frightful of dis- 
aste’^. A moment more and the train with all 
its contents and pissengers would have l>een 
hurled bslow to the distance of eighty f,»et. 
and many souls, including these of women aud 
children, ushered into eternity. 

TiIF PofCLAR OUTBKK.IK AT ISIlIANAPOUS.— 
The telegraph has already given us some details 
tbe dLaturbance at lodlanapoUs on Saturday. 
Tbe Indianapolis Journal thus alludes to the 
affair: 

A county Democrat Ih convention was held in 
this city on Saturday, ostensibly to nominate 
candidates for clerk and commissioner, but really 
to array the Democratic pirty against tbe Gov- 
ernment and the war. It was a step in the 
icheme that Bright and Davis and theNentinel 
kive lieen engaged in for sometime, but hap- 
pily a very short step, and not a very 
steady 0 le. Judiciously man.aged it would 
have dote roemthing tora'd massing the 
Democracy together as a separate pirty, with- 
out reference to tbe war, and thus pre- 
pared it for tbe further and deci.dve step, but 
the strange want of discretion that allowed such 
avowed secessionists as R. L. Walpole and W. B. 
Beach to give full utterance to their treason, and 
thus ilentify the meeting with thrir view.s, im- 
pairtd its influence greatly. In spite of its trim- 
ming resolutions, and the moderate but in&idious 
speech of J. R. McDonald, b's spirit was so man- 
imtly at war with the Government, and in sym- 
pathy with the rebelli* n, that it wa.siD fact noth- 
ing but a secesvs'on meeting. 80 it was accepted 
by the public, and so its nominations declare it. 

* '1 be nominees are Michael Fitzgibbon for Cterk, 
and Percy Hoebrook for commissioner. Person- 
ally tbw<e gentlemen are um bjectionable, and 
Mr. Hoebrook may be so politically— he was preb 
ably mininated as a A>p to the Union Democrats. 
Both are men of Undoubted capacity, and good 
character. Mr. Fi agilibon is well known as a 
bu^lness man of integrity and ability, honorable 
in his dealings, and acniihle in his intenour'V, 
and Mr. Ho^b^ook is one of the best men in Ihe 
c.)UDtr> in every res|>ect. But Mr. Fi'zgibboii 
it as well known in this city t > be a se *ea!<ioni«t 
as is Jesse D. Bright. He doi/t pretend to have 
any sympathy with the Government, or to 
conceal bis sympathy with the reliels. He 
feel-H it, and i^ t*o honorable to etjuivocate 
or lie about it. His ntiminatlon alone stampe 
the character of tbe m«e ing. Hut it anything 
more were needed it would be found in Walpole's 
speech. Anvibinic so miilignant in feeling, igno- 
• 1 ««* t* ana abusive in language nas not 

been beard here in twenty years. Mr. Walpole 
it not a weil-iuformed man on any subject, but in 
r ‘gard to this war and its cau-es be don’t know 
aa much as an intelligent child of ten years, 
afhi be is just as offWive in language as be is 
deficient iu information. He seems to l-e con- 
stitutionally unable tu take a sendble or true 
view of any^tu'-ject under heaven, or to ex- 
press it in moderate or grammatical language. 
Between bis violent language and unfair treat- 
ment of everything be touches, be is well adipt- 
rd to irritating a crowd. And that is jutt 
what be did 00 Saturday. There we**s a good 
many soldier) in the meeting, and they l>ore 
his outrageous treason and abu^e of the cau e 
they were giving their lives for till they could 
stand it DO longer, and they made a brnak for 
him. He gut oft the platform right quick, ao<l 
'strie<l up The disturbanre ought nut lo have 
ocaurred, and Iml for Mr. M'alpole’s intemperate 
and insane raving against tbe Government and 
I be war, it would not have occurred. Mr. Mc- 
Donald and Mr. Beach siH>ke without exciting 
any svmptoras of violence, and Mr. Wal|>ole 
could have done so if be bad chosen. His speicb 
was tbe cause of all tbe trouble. It ought not (o 
have been resented by violence, but it ought not 
to have been made. And the fact that tbe man- 
agers of tbe meeting invited it, and applauded it, 
sattlee tbe question as to tbe secession character 
of the affair. 

The ill-feeling excited by Mr. Walpole's lipeecb 
found vent in several fights tn tbe course of the 
afternoon, and finally took a less bloody and trag- 
ical direction. A small iruwd of a hundred or 
two soldiers aud tbeir friends went round to tbe 
bouses of Mr. Walpole, Mr. Bingham, Mr. 
Beach, Ur. Pierce, and Mr. Klder, prominent se- 
c ^siooists, to make them take tbe oath of loyalty 
to the Government. M Mr. Pierce's and Mr. 
Beach’s tbe < Governor happened lo see tbe crowd, 
and through bis infiuence they made 00 dUturb- 
ance at those place-, but all the res: we e made to 
ake tbe oath. As this aff iir wi b ' omed into a s:>rt 
of joke — though the swearing was serious enough, 
being formally done, and according to law, by 
proper ofiicert in every case— it was appropriate- 
ly wound up in the swearing of Mr. Bingham, of 
the Sentinel, to whom by an over.right the officer 
adtpini tered tbe oath tnkmbyvolunteen on being 
musteied into tbe i^ervice, and be was actually 
Msnyrn into the umuf which he U anxious to sae 
defeated. This put tbe climax on the operation, 
and it wan carried no further. Tbe oaths of 
c<>ursu amounted to nothing. Men who profe.-^ 
lo be loyal to a (iovemmeoi in fhe very act of as 
tiutiug, by avropatby ''Od eccouragemeut, in its 
destnictiuD, are not likely to teal much anibar- 
ransed by oAtb of loyalty. 



Kiiomthk Kasawii 4 Rfoio.x. — T ho Cincin- 
nati Commercial has a letter from Col. J. V. 
Guthrie, of the First Kentucky Regiment, dated 
at Charleston, on tbe Kanawha, Aug. 28rii. He 
ssys: 

Tu prevent e.xcitemenl and alarm in Ohio, 1 
send you ihii. You have no d«uht hoard of the 
disaster of the Brtventh Ohio K *giment, Colonel 
Tyler, and the suppo.*ed great loss of men. 1 am 
h ippy to iDfi>rm you that the compinies 8 i»npos*»<l 
to be lost or killr^ have reporteii themseivea te> 
me, this day, at tbe head of Sandy, four hundred 
ancl fifty men. 

I have sent provisions and wagons to help them 
on bv to morrow. They did not numtiar seven 
hundred in all (there were eight companies) when 
they left Gauley. More than two hundred and 
twenty have reimrted in Camp Gautey up to this 
time, and they are coming in hourly. Our loss 
was reported to be two hundred. Ycu perceive it 
is not thirty all told. 

Col. Guthrie further says that tbe enemy is bo- 
lieved to he moving to break Gen. Cox's line of 
communication between Camp G.iuley and 
Charleston. This line it guarded by a force under 
Lieut. Col. F^nyart, who holds an important and 
(ri ical position. 

CoxscL TO BELK.\:>r.— John Young, Etq., for- 
merly President of the Faculty of tbe Northwest- 
ern Christian University, but latterly a resident 
of BlcK>roington, has been appointed United States 
Consul lu Belfast, Ireland. 
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A. Machado, charged with fitting out 
the slaver Mary FraAcee at New York, was ac- 
quitted of tbe charge on Thurtdsy by tbe U. 8 . 
Ct'inrairsioner.

Face looking like that of a man four or five 
days in the wate*, covered with blood, much 
swoller.’ ikinoiK the right-side of the mxe and 
face; forehead abraded: hands burned black t n 
the backs, aw >llen, the fingers as if tbe ends were 
ground down on a coarse grindstone; nails all 
right; arms and elliows clear from wounds, but 
bruised fix'm under the left arm to the ancle; tbe 
side Scratcbetl in every direct ion as if with a 
sharp curry comb, the right side not m irked so 
high; tbe calf of each leg on tbe outside is fairlv 
burnt black and dea<l, Itack of the calf unhuri: 
nates burnt oH by the friction, and sides of tbe 
thighs the same, these (urts being rwl or white. 
Putee from (1 to I'.’O, weak, thready, internnttent ; 
Htupor cun.'iiileraLte; memory g<K>d; head not af- 
fectetl lieyund whatsny severe shock would cause. 
Notwithstanding which, it is expected that be 
will probably be entirely well in a few weeks, and 
not marked or i jured in any way.

(Jarolina, AugiiM giveii some interesting infur- 
corcerning the movements of the I ni*»n 
men in that State. The writer sayr: 

Your rea'lera will probably have heard, before 
this reachf < you. of the .ii<< essful movement by 
which several I niun longressmen have been 
«‘lected from North Caiolina. The fact must re- 
joice the North, and all frisnd-^ of the Union and 
the ( onslitutioQ e\ erv where, i'our memt>«^r-« are 
known Im t>e electeit, and returua are looked for 
ehMwing the el*'«’tlt*a of others. Tbe voting was 
done upon the regular day prercribed by statute 
— tbe brat 'I'biirsday in August — and was con- 
ducted in due form and maontr. 

Piudeoce. of course, suggests the non- publica- 
tion of their names at pn Mni: for, although safe 
enough among their friends at home, the gentle- 
men might be subjected to annoyances or arrest 
in passing ihntugb Tenoeeaee or \'irgioia to 
Washington. It is pix'per to say, however, that 
they are among tbe first men of tbe State; and 
to scute of them Congressional honors are no new 
thing. Thia is a grout triumph in view of the 
systematic suppre'^sion of free speech tr popular 
expres:>ion which has been adopted a^ tbeprdiev 
of s(Cs.-sion throughout (he 8 outb. 'i'h.ank God! 
North Carolina will stand by tbe aide of Western 
Virginia aud 1C istern Tennessee in (be national 
councils next December. And her voice, it is 
needless to .'iiy, will be for tbe restcra'ioo of tbe 
kindly antboriiy of the Government over every 
State, and the re establii^hment thereby of the 
now crushed liberties of the 8 «>uthern pe< pie. 

Tbe great vic‘oryofibe loyal men of North 
Candina over their armwl oppresiiors is due tiiiin- 
ly to Ihe I'mon l/eague which prevaite thmusb- 
out the Sta'e, embracing many thousands of Irue- 
bearted pttriots, enabling them to act in c mcart 
and with safety.

Then will one more common- 
wealth stand before the w( rid redeemed from rebel 
usurpation aod voluntarily returned to tbe na- 
tional brotherhood.

We find in a leading article of the Times the fol- 
lowing candid confession of the pique which bas 
actuated it in making onslaughts upon us. It is 
tbe fear of a spread of republican doctrines in 
England* 

If the Americans fehotild conceive that we. in 
forming these opinions, are attribtting to them 
any special faults, or any }»«c*uliar incapacity for 
self-govt romeiit, they would be greatly in error. 
We consider that the cuurte of events in the 
Union has t>een porfeclly natural, and that Amer- 
icana have on Iv done what Englishmen or any 
othfr people under the same conditions would 
have done aK>. What his so quickened our feel- 
ings and made our observations fo arutf U not «o 
much the policy of America m itetlf, as Ihe 
proiriience which has lately been given to that 
policy by a certain psrry in this country. For 
Ihe last ten years we have been told, with every 
circumstaica of emphasis and adjuration, that 
.\nieric;tn iustitiitions were the iustitutions on 
which every friend of economy, pea*-^, and good 
goveminenV should ti.x bis e> es. tV ar was dis- 
tinctly repre:*ented as the woik of an interested 
aristocracy, anx.ous only for ita own advaice- 
meflt. 

We were assure*! that Hiih ari unrestricted 
suffrage, ard with electoral laws under which 
plain working <iii/sns could mske their voices 
beard, tbe old extravagance of class gjvemment 
would rapidly dteappear. Debts were contracted 
and wars were fought to gratify an aristocrac/ 
subsisting on the ta.tation of the people. Amer- 
ica wa.s the moriel of a l>etler system. 1 'here tbe 
wisdom and nualeralion of citizens managing their 
own affairs showed i self in p^ce. thrift, and con- 
teiitment. Such were the pyints kept obtrnsively 
»>efore ns. If the reader will refer to any speech 
of any Manchester orator he wi'l find tbe govern- 
ment' of tbe United Slates extravagantly eulo 
g*zed firr the verv rfialities of which it is now 
proved to be ntterTv destitute, and the Americans 
exalted Ireyond all other people on account of 
gifts which it is plain they ne\or possea.'^ed. 

It is this, if the Americans wish to know tbe 
truth, which points the remarks of Englishmen 
on their civil war and its incidents: It U not that 
Ibev are any worse, or more foolish, or more in

When we see that unli'oiteil democracy conveys 
not the sluhtest security against the worat of 
war* and the m«* 5 l recklsjs extravagance, we 
max appiv the moral at home, and congratulate 
our^elve^ that the old Briiteh ConatitnUon bai 
not been prei ipitately remodeled after a Mau- 
fhester design.

All the administra- 
live bu'iiness of the government yet goes on, 
>?ith promptitude aud regularity, and, if there 
any dbi ord iu the working of the machinery, 
i'. is only because (lie utmost vigilance has been 
unable to fi'trot out all the tiaitor>, in heart 
an*l intention, who cling toofli;M) a> tcnaciouH- 
ly a5 they do to life. The men of this tla.»s 
arc dingercus in the extreme, for, like the 
assassin who strikes with a smile upon his face, 
they hoi I on to ofli;.c as iho means of betray- 
ing the Government. They are false to every 
iro]*ult«c of honor, and, with the oath to sup. 
port the (iovernment rcatiog upon their con 
M iences, they arc ready to overthrow and

ha'ks who were trained and drilled in the 
K* liool of 1 loyd, Cobb, Co., an*l who 
know no other btaiiJard id integrity than 
that low and degraded and debasing 
one which these prostitute*! traitors erected 
while they were emph\' ing all the oflicial 
jKiwer in their hands to give cflicient y to rebel- 
lion.

\Vc are ready to concede many allow ances to 
th*’ Administration on this buhjcit.

Almost the first duty of the President and bis 
Cabinet was to prej'are for a defensive war, to 
call a large army into the field, and to raise 
money for its support. Those duties were 
enormous and oppressive, and, of ncc€^sity, 
occupied nearly every moment cf time, so that 
the cases of individuals, b<Jth in and out of 
office, had to be consiilcrcd as of secondary 
luomcui. But now, wh?n the necessary ar- 
langcmcnt.H have been made for men and 
money, when the strength of the nation is be- 
ginning to develop and exhibit itself, when the 
busintss of conducting the war is assuming 
the attitude of a regular and |)cifccted f'stera, 
ihore is abun'lant lime to cleanse the public 
ofbees an«l crush cut oflicial treason. The 
country will bobi the admioi;traiion to a ter- 
rible ropousibility if it bo not done. 

All our accounts from Washington go to 
show that fresh vigor and energy have been in- 
fused into all our military roovements since 
the battle of Bull’s K in, and thi^ inspires 
us with renewed confidcn*c in the cause of 
the Union. Whatever ot «*onf*isi'm and tem- 
porary dismay may have followe*! that unfor- 
tunate conte^t — unfortunate only in its imme- 
diate conBC*jucnccs — they have given place to 
the calm of (jiiict and active preparation.

tensivciy “ac*|uaintcd with the internal ar- 
rangements an«l conne* tions of the railroads 
in ronnsylvania.” An*l he was rc*piestc*l, “*/i 
consufUttion with the ojh'cer.^ of the 

A«ry, to '/vsiAi in getting vessels, or ar- 
ranging with railroad companies for the ac 
commodation of the troops, as fast as they arc 
ready to man h to their destina i>n, and al^i 
io assist ikf>n in making purchases, or other 
arrangements, and to comiminicatc, at the 
earliest moment, any information of ^crxico to 
the Department. ’ This was all right and 
proper enough, inasinitch as mi « x|>ericDced 
and cfllcient man conhl readily render impor- 
tant assistanco in this capacity. And, per- 
haps, Mr. Cummings di*l render s-’^inc such 
scrvk*c. Whether lie did or not, however, is 
not material here, in view of the greater im 
portance of other parU of his conduct — which 
fully show the nnimus cf bis attack upon Col 
Taylor. 

It will ho observed that the tjecretary was 
explicit iu his instructions to Mr. Cummings to

At 
that time the Commissary D’.’partment bad an 
etheient and accomplished oflicer in New York 
ready to purchase all necessary supplies, but 
Mr. Cummings took the bu-^tness out of his 
bands and made purchases, whi*-h wc arc in 
formed amounted to not less than 
Now it will be socn at a glance that these 
purchases were made without authority of law 
or of the Secretary of War. And, what is 
most important to be observed, Mr. Cuirimings 
has not, up th<‘ present time, ma*le any re 
port of thsm to the Commissary 1 >e]>artnient 
nor prc'Onted his bills there for sctileraent, al 
though, by the auny regulations, all such mat 
ters arc required to l>e reported monthly. And 
these facts let tin cut ont •>/ the ba-/ and expose 
the motive ot the atti* k upon Col. T.sylor 
Mr. Cummings knows ju>t as well as he 
knows that he U a living nfan that these ac 
counts of his never will he parsed by Col 
Tayl*)r or any other honest ofli( er of the l/Ciii 
miisary Dejiartment unless they can be show 
to have been made purMunt to law and by 
com)>ctcnt authority. Therefore he goes to 
work, like a cunning and adroit manager, to 
get these experienced gentlemen out of oflice 
and “some eminent ricilian*' appointed from 
whom he may possibly obtain the favor 
of having his accounts allowed! Was there 
e\er a more bArclaccd attempt at fraud? W( 
sicken at heart at the very thought that there 
are men of this sort in the country at thi 
time. B, by any sort of jH>ssibility, it should 
so happen that the Bresident could be ji* 
suaded to lend himself to the suggestion of the 
“ Worhr and to this schema of speculation 
ho w’ould till 1 the voice of popular indigna 
tion echoing throughout the whole land against 
him. But we have no fears on that siibjc' 
Mr. Lincoln, whom wc have ever believtal to 
be an honest man, cannot fail to give to this 
cll'orl against Col. Taylor tbc stamp of his 
oflicial displeasure.

\V'c have looked with some interest to see 
what the St. Louis K‘‘poMi(‘an woul«l ssv of 
the l’ro<-lAmation. That able and iiilUioniial 
paper, which ha-* ^ho^^ n all along a strung dU 
position to judge the AdmiDistr*iti**o scverel 
seems to approve the moasufb.

Tbe card seems tally i«j c.xonci- 
atc tbc people of l.lizabctbiown from allblamo 
in regard to tbc arrest of lloblit/.cll and the 
sending of him upon the cars South. The 
name of our informant is demanded, hut wc 
take the ie?poo:jibility of declining to give it. 
Wc have DO douht that he intended to state 
tho iniili, and the temper of the secessionists 
in these times vt so insane, that there is no 
knowing what deed cf riolencc they might 
not commit iqam any |*crson making a state- 
ment, however honest, calculated to excite 
tbc.ir disapprobation. 

Mr. lloblitzell, it scem' from the Fdizaheth- 
town curd, was arrested iq>on a bench warrant 
issuod on a regular indictment issued against 
him in the Halt Cir* uil Court for deitroying 
a corner tree. This was all humbug. Mr. 
II , tome }cars ago, as employee of the rail 
road compxny, cut down the tree in ignorance 
of ita character; no one busf>c4 tcd him of in- 
tmtionally doing wrong. H*i has l>cen in 
Mart county thousands of times fim'C ami 
might have been arrested at any lime for cut- 
ting down that tree if anybody had wished him 
arrested on that ground. Nobody thought of 
his arrest until he engaged in recruiting 
solrlicrs (or the 8er\ic*c of the United States 
G ivernment. We are informed that Mr. 
B;irr, the Southern Confederacy’s Tele- 
graphic Agent in this city, telegraphed 
down tlic line that Hoblitzcll was there 
in the recruiting service, and Robert Ford, an 
oflicer at Camp Boone, telegraphed from Rus- 
sellville. to have him arrested and taken to 
Camp Bxmc at Ford's expens?. The corner- 
tree Indictment was of course got up for tho 
execution of the project of taking the victim 
to Camp Boone. If be had not leaj»c.| from 
the cars he wouhl most assurc*lly have been 
taken to that Camp an i murdered. The per 
SOD on the cars who hatl him in charge said to 
him, “it is //"/ intention to take you to Hart 
county only, but the' may take you out of my 
4-ustody by force and tarry you somewhere 
else- I don't know anything about that. ” This 
showed the whole plot. Wo hear, that, at 
Camp Boone, they ofler a rewar*! of a th*)u- 
sand d*>Ilai.- for any oflicer, dead or alive, from 
Camp doc Holt, but we don i believe that they 
have got a thousand dollars among them 
I’erhaps the Southern government would pay 
the amount — in Confederate bonds. 

The oflicer who arrested liohlitzcll, when in- 
terrogate<i by the latter as to tlie <‘ause of his 
lurest, said that the f harge against bim was 
that lie had .stolen a piKtol. The oflicer further 
stated th.tt there was also an old charge against 
him aiiout cutting 4 I 0 W 11 a corner tree, but that 
this was of no con>e*piencc — that the charge 
he ba*l got to meet was the stealing of the pis- 
tol. The pistol afV.ur nciy need a brief expla 
nation. Mr. II. tales that he w*as sitting at 
Horse Cave StAtiim whoii the train arrived jjo- 
ing toward Nashville. lie wai> aiproached by 
a Mr. Bullock, W. G. nverton, and others, 
who accused him of being the man who had 
sei/.ed a couple of trunks l^elonging to passen- 
gers for Camp Boone. He ilenied the charge, 
Some high words foll*»wcd, when Bullock drew 
a pistol. ll>blit/.cll seized the weapon and 
wrenched it fr**m his h;ind!«. In the scuflle the 
pistol was 'liM-harge 1 by ;n** idem, whereupon 
.'Ir. Overton an*l the other?, with the exception 
of Mr. Bullock, r.n with ail their chivalry 
into the cars and 8taie>l that one of Lincoln'i 
recruiting ofluer? was out there. 

I'he tram soon moved away, and Hohhtzell 
returned to Kluaketbtown, where he was ar- 
rested. During the night, the jail m which 
be was confined was guarded by about forty 
armod men, he being unarmed. He could 
hear tbc guard con versing ont.-ide 1 he prison, 
and gathered Irom their conversation that 
It was their intention to convoy him to 
Camp Bjonc the next day. Among other 
statements overheard by HoblitzsII was one to 
the trt'ect that in all probability he would ob- 
ject to being taken to Camp Boone, but that 
they would take him dead or alive. Other 
persons told him that they overheard the same 
remark'*. 

Wc think that tin rosp?cUble ciii/cns of 
Lluabeihtown have good reason to njoice that 
the brave Hcblitzoll escaped as he did. Had 
he not done eu, they would probably have found 
thctcselves unintentional accessories to mur-

had actually delivered him over to a posse from 
(Jamp Bxine, and that they had started to cump 
with him, but that be had e«cap^ on the way, 
with a very narrow risk of his life. This is a 
villainous and unmitigated lie, and, ia justice 
to our citizens, it is demanded that the author’s 
name be given. 

Here are the facta: lloblil/ell wa.s arrested by 
a bench warrant iseued upon a regular indictment 
f**und against him in tbe Hart Circuit Court. 

'1 he arrest was made by Thomas C. McDonald, 
the Marshal of our town, which was resisted at 
the time f*y lloblitzell, wbo endeavored to draw 
a revolver, which was wrung from bis hands by 
Mr. McI>onaUl’s assistant. The resistance to tbe 
arrest by Hoblitzell, together with the fact that 
it was known that he had fre<|uently slandered 
the fair names of the most worthy ladies of 
the place, created the most intense ex- 
citement at the time against him, but 
th*re was not the slightest effort of personal 
violence (»ffered him, but to the contrary he was 
assured by all that bis life should be protectnl. 
On tbe day af«er, and by the first tram in that 
direction, the Marshal without any e’*cort what- 
ever started with him to Munfonisville. llob- 
litzel was a>wured by the Marshal with many 
other of our best citizens before starting that he 
would be taken no further than there, and to that 
end Judge W. D.Vertrees, the (bounty Judge for 
Hardin county, with others, effered their services 
to go as an escort; but, no per^o 1 deeming it ne- 
css>-Ary, the Marshal look him unaccompanietl 
by any one. letters were given the Marshal 
to prominent ci izens of Munfurdsville 
to see that IlobUtzell was properly received and 
treate<l O.i the way, whilst the train was in 
rapid motion, he jumped therefrom and made bis 
6'Cape. Tbe Marshal was the only one that pur- 
sued bim, but, owing to the great di «Unce that 
was made between them before the train could l>e 
stopped, be failed to accomplish his recapture 
'I'here was a doap.itch fr(*m (siasgow, signe<l by a 
Mr. Miller, that Hoblitzell, 00 the day before, al 
Horse Cave, bad been guilty of stealing a pistol, 
hut to this de»^pitcb the Marshal paid no atten- 
tion. but proceeded entirely upon Ihe warrant 
from Hart.

Spitting of bleed or hemorrhage (K-curs, in a 
large proportion of ca^es of consumption, at some 
peruxi of the disease. Bythet<rm “hemorrhage,” 

1 mean every di charge of blood, from a few 
stret ks in tbe expectorated matter, tooneor more 
pints of p ire, unmixed blrod. There is great 
variety in re.spect to the stage of the disease at 
which bleeding from the lungs may occur. Many 
periHma spit blor>d years before ary symptoms of 
consmrp'inn are noticed, and w lit*n, by general 
ol».flrva(ion, they would t>e pronounced healtliv. 

In others the first attack of hemorrhage dales the 
commencement of the disease; the cough, the ex- 
pectoration, the hurried breathing, are all ascrib- d 
to the bleeding. Some do n-R raise blood until 
late in the disease, and, in a few instancA*, con- 
sumption runs ila entire course without even a 
tinge of blocd in the expectoration. 

According to Andral, hemorrhage occurs in 
about five cases of consump' ion out of six. ]/>uis 
found it in fifty seven cases out of eighty seven; 
and Professor Walshe, one of the physicians of 
the I/)ndon Consumption Hospital, in eigbtv-one 
cases out of every hundred — so that as a rule, at 
ome peiiodof tbe disease, hemorrhage from the 
lungs occurs in aUmt four cases out of five! 

1'he cause of spitting of blo(d is obstruc'ion 
in the lungs, widen prevents the free pissage of 
the blood thmuffh them. Gradually this obstruc- 
lUm (becomes greater, and cong^ation takee place. 
Bv congestion, 1 mean that tbe veins become 
swollan almost to bursting, like the vessels of the 
eye when bloodshot. After a time these ves.'iels 
relax, so AS to allow tbe lilood to orze from them 
into tbe air-tubes ard cells — precisely as fiuids do 
through a filter or strainer — and it is coughed 
np. 1 be obstruction alluded to generally' arises 
from tuliercles. 

When a per-«on spits blocd, it is a common 
belief that it comes from the “breaking of a blocd 
vessel in tbe lungv. ' But such is not the case. 
The blocd runs through the mucous membrane 
lining tbe air-tubes and cells, just as it often 
does from tbe nose, without ii jury or the rupture 
of any vessels — in medical pbrase, we say it is 
"exhaled.” 

It cannot too l>e widely known that spitting of 
bliMMl IS a tvmptom of fearful interest, as point- 
ing out (he filent, treacherous progress of disease 
within the lungs. The loss of blord is an iodt 
cation of the presence of tuberclep; and from 
these tubercles will aiise. sooner vr later, all Ih'^ie 
ebangee and symp'oms which constitute con- 
sumption. Ua (his (foint there is much error. It 
is by no means u->fr<quent fur physicians to cheer 
their patients by tbe assurance that the blood 
has “only c mie from the throat.'' Lst me warn 
you egsi^'st being deceived. The throat rarely 
bleed-! In nine hundred and ninety- nine cases 
out of a thousand, w-ben >ou cough up blood, 
however small tbe quantity, that bl(K>d comes 
from tbe lungs, and speaks a terrible warning. 
If you value health, if y< u prize life, if you baie 
anyolj-H:t tbal retd-.-rs exi.-tence desirable, be- 
gin now earnestly to r*sihi the progress of the 
malady, the >eeds of which are sown in (be most 
vi'al part of your body. Fortunately, the bl«»ed- 
ing generally occurs before the direase far ad- 
vanced, and if proper measures are only taken to 
stay its further development the H'eof the pa- 
tient IS saved. Hut do not think the disconlin 
nance of ihe bleeding any ind cation of your cure. 
This is an error which has proved fatal to thou 
sands. As soon as (he lungs have relioved them 
solves, thebDeding ceaseo, and the patient seem- 
ingly gets belter. I say seemingly, because the 
tubercles, the cause of the bleeding, still remain 
in the lungs to produce a recurrence, and to si- 
lently develop C'lDsumptioo. 

Death very rarely takes place from the bleed 
Sometimes, in advanced stages of consump-

Fbo.m Tf.snkssre.— T wo young men recently 
employtd in tbe Southern Methodist Publicatkn 
Houne at Nashville, Tenneeaee, have returned to 
Philadelplii undtr tbe force of (>en. Divis's re- 
cent proclamation of exile. From their report to 
tbe Philadelphia Inquirer we copy the following 
statementr: 

In the Rtorehousc' in Nashville c'lough biconis 
stored to supply a large portion of tbe Southern 
army during the winter; but all other kinds of 
provisions, with the excopliun cf corn, fivUir, and 
ulbor homo productions, are scarce and high. Ba- 
con is selling at 26o a pound and coffoe at -)5 to 
.V)c. Clothing is also difficult to procure, as are 
al.-o dry gordj. A single spool of cotton cannot 
l>e purchased at less than L>c. The stock of shoes 
ii al-o giving ru', and the only shoe nunufactory 
in the city now employs but six bauds, as it k 
imP'*>siblo to prccure leather. 

The failure of tbe stock cf rags, and also of 
chemical*', ha* given the newspaper putdishers 
coi).'*iderable unca.*>ioess, and many of tbe papers 
will be compelled to suspend, reg-irdless of tbe 
pitronage they may enjoy. Mr. Whiteman, who 
has the onlv paper nmoufactory in the State, says 
that after the first of Septemt'er he will only sup- 
ply the four principal pipers in Tenne.*,'ee, and he 
does not know bow long he cun do that. 'Ihe 
.Southern Methodist had only eo<ni 2 h f(*r two 
m. rs issues A paper factory in Atlanta, Ga., 
still continues to manufacture a large sm( unt, 
t'ut tbe owner sells it almost all to New Orleans. 

Ariuind Nashville there are two or three camps 
ompridng in tbe aggregate about five thousand 
m*n. Along the Keolmky State lines are some 
ten Ihoa-and n-en. 

I he soldiers in the camps, as well as a large 
msj >rity of those sent to Virginia, have no regu 
iar uniform, each man clothing and equipping 
bimself as he deemod pmper Out of twelve 
regiments which left fur Virginia ten were armol 
iih the old flint-lcck ma^kets. 

Our iofinnants havenodrHibt as lo there be- 
ing at least two hundred tbousard r«*M Iroopv 
At pr(&*n* in Virgioia; and they say that at t*’e 
battle of Bull Hun their loss far exceeded ours 
B«r*ons who arrived in Na^hnlle fr >m Richm*md 
iinniediitely aDer tbe battle staled that the lues 
wa* double wbal was reporle(’. Notffici I re- 
ports have been published a* n«*ne a«’e expected, 
men and women still endeavor in vain to ascer- 
tain whether their relatives, from wh«»m they 
have not heard ^ince the battle, are niill li\ing. 
The great h**s, and conreipienl demorahzilhm. ia 
said to have been the aole reason why the r*b*ls 
did not pur.'Ue cur army when tbe retreat o in- 
menced. 

The impression in the him*h stili is that they 
nolonU cannot be cor.querfl. but that their ar- 
mv will take Washing-on. and. tfier marching 
to' Philadelphia and New Y'*>rk. will roam 
wherever lh»v derm p^>per. A stremg Union 
feeltnr, however, srill sei'retlv exists, and n*»t 
oclyareth© \merKan flig* which were fl.)ated 
from the s’.affi m Nashville still retained by the 
females, but when the pref.en* e of tbs I num ar- 
ni^ I'l tbeir midst will eiiat)le IL( m to do fo, thee 
will Le again rtlaed.

A Wise Saying — An KuglUb farmer recent- 
ly remarked that **he ft-d hU laud before it was 
hungry, re.Ht(Hl it before it was weary, and weeded 
it before it was foul. ” We have seldom, if ever, 
hoen so much agiioultural wisdom condensed into 
a single sentence. It would be difKcult to avow 
an agiicufural practice, each parti*'uUr of which 
would oe morecpposite to thepraciiceof tbeUnd- 
killers and skiouers of tbe South. Such persuus 
do not feed their land at all. Though land may 
have nine lives, like a cat, yet it may die at last 
of starvation. “Weary land! ” How apt an ex- 
I'reBsion. Not utterly exhausted, but tired, 
wearied. Ro«der. have' you not t>ome land which, 
this cummer, will paut and blow ard struggle 
under the t>urden of a starveling eud sickly s^alk 
of com. “Weeded it before it was foul.” Why 

Vile 
I>ests, of no use to mao or beast, are suffered to 
grow np and encumber the ground, merely for 
the s.'tke of tbe privilege of burying their dead 
Udies to supply vegetable matter to the soil 
Ua a perfec'ty* conducted plantation, no plant 
would be futfer«<l to mature its seed which was 
not of some known and positive utility.

Do not 
wait until your plantation is stockeil with weeds 
bef; re you begin to destroy them, fine weed de- 
stroyed this year will save much hoeing ne.Yt 
year.
